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SECTION 1 
BEFORE YOU START 


This Guide can help you: 

(1) Apply for a Social Insurance Number (SIN) and SIN card if 
you do not already have one; 

(2) Apply for a replacement SIN card if you have lost the 
original one; 

(3) File a request for a change of your name or other social 
insurance registration details. 

To be registered under the social insurance number pro- 
gram, you are required to complete the proper application 
form and to provide documentary proof of your identity and 
your status as a Canadian citizen, a landed immigrant, or a 
person who is neither but must have a Canadian Social 
Insurance Number. 

The Unemployment Insurance Commission requires that 
you provide two kinds of supporting documents: a primary 
document and a secondary document. 


Definition of “Primary Document” 


This document is an official document that indicates your 
name and the date and place of your birth. The type of docu- 
ment you have to send is determined by your status. For 
example, the birth certificate of a person born in Canada is 
accepted as a primary document to prove his identity and 
status as a Canadian citizen. A landed immigrant, however, 
must submit other documents for this purpose. 

The required documents are described in the sections of 
this Guide that apply to you, but please note that only 
originals or certified copies will be accepted. 


Definition of “Secondary Document” 


A secondary document supports the evidence of identity 
given by your primary document. In general, the secondary 
document requirements are the same for all applicants. The 
secondary document you submit must meet certain general 
standards described in Section 8. This section also gives 
examples of acceptable secondary documents. Originals, 
photocopies and notarial copies of secondary documents are 
all acceptable.

Sending Documents Through the Mail 


UIC cannot be responsible for the safety of original 
documents sent through the mail, though every reasonable 
effort will be made to ensure their safe return. To reduce the 
risk of losing original documents, the facilities of UIC District 
Offices are available to prepare certified copies of original 
documents needed for SIN registration. You are encouraged 
to bring your original documents to your local UIC District 
Office so that photocopies may be made and certified by a 
UIC officer. The original documents will then be returned to 
you immediately. The photocopies will be sent in with your 
application to Central Index and will not be returned to you. 

You may, alternatively, wish to use copies of your original 
documents that have been certified by a notary public. Such 
copies are acceptable, provided that they bear a notarial 
certificate and seal conforming to the laws of the Canadian 
province or territory in which they were made.

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SECTION 2 


THE SEVEN STEPS 


This section describes the seven steps you should follow in 
preparing your application and supporting documents. Please 
read and follow them carefully, because each step applies to 
all applicants. 


STEP ONE 


Turn to Section 9 of this Guide and follow the instructions 
for filling in the Application form appropriate to your case. 
Notice that there are two types of application. If you are 
applying for the first time, or asking for a replacement SIN 
card, you fill out the form entitled “Application for a Social 
Insurance Number’”’. If, however, you wish only to change the 
name in which you are registered, you fill out the form entitled 
“Amendment of Social Insurance Records”. 


STEP TWO 


Refer to the appropriate section of this Guide which, 
depending on your status, describes the primary document 
you must send along with your application: 

(a) If you are a Canadian citizen, refer to Section 3 

(b) If you are a landed immigrant, refer to Section 4 

(c) If you are neither a Canadian citizen nor a landed 
immigrant, refer to Section 5. 

(d) If you already have a Social Insurance Number and simply 
want to register a change of name or other information, 
turn to Section 6. 

(e) If you already have a Social Insurance Number, but need a 
new SIN card, turn to Section 7. 


STEP THREE 


Decide what secondary document you are going to submit, 
using the examples given in Section 8 as a guide. The 
document you choose must back up the evidence of identity 
given by your primary document. It must meet all of the 
conditions given in Section 8.

STEP FOUR 


Compare your name as it is recorded on your primary 
document to the name in which you are making your applica- 
tion. If the two are the same, go on to Step Five. If the two are 
not the same, you must provide documentary evidence of 
formal steps taken to bring about the change. The documents 
required are described in Section 6. 


STEP FIVE 


Obtain the documents required by Steps Two, Three and 
Four. Remember that the UIC District Offices can help you by 
making certified photocopies so that you need not send 
originals through the mail. The District Office may also be able 
to assist you if you encounter difficulties, or have questions 
about the instructions in this Guide. The address and 
telephone number of your District Office can be found in your 
local telephone directory. 


STEP SIX 


Prepare your application and supporting documents for 
mailing to Ottawa. To do this: 
(i) Select from the application kit the envelope marked “2” 
in the lower left-hand corner. This is the envelope in which 
your primary and secondary documents will be returned to 
you. (Certified copies made in a District Office of the UIC 
will not be returned.) Print your name, address and postal 
code on envelope “2” in the space provided. UIC will pay 
first class postage for return of this envelope to you; but, if 
you send original documents and wish them to be returned 
by registered mail, you must affix sufficient postage to the 
return envelope to cover the cost of registration. 


(ii) Place in envelope “2” 
— your completed application form 
— your primary document 
— your secondary document 


(iii) Place envelope “2” (unsealed) inside envelope “1” (which 
bears the address of the Central Index in Vanier). 


(iv) Seal envelope “1” and affix sufficient postage. You are en- 
couraged to use registered mail, if you are sending original 
documents. 


(v) If your supporting documents are too large to go in 
envelope “2”, you will have to substitute your own 
envelopes for the two provided with the application kit. Be 
sure, in that case, to put your address on the return 
envelope, and enclose it with the other documents in a 
larger envelope addressed to:

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SECTION 3 


PRIMARY DOCUMENT REQUIRED IF YOU 
ARE A CANADIAN CITIZEN 


Definition of “Canadian citizen” 


“Canadian citizen” means a person who is a Canadian 
citizen within the meaning of the Canadian Citizenship Act. In 
most cases, you are considered a Canadian citizen if you were 
born in Canada or if you have a certificate of citizenship or 
naturalization. 


Primary Document 


Send the original or a certified copy of one of the 
following: 
— Certificate of Birth 
— Certificate of Baptism (Quebec only) 
— Certificate of Canadian Citizenship 
— Certificate of Naturalization 

Unless you were born and baptized in the Province of 
Quebec, your certificate of baptism cannot be accepted as a 
primary document. It can, however, be accepted as a 
secondary document.

SECTION 4 


PRIMARY DOCUMENT REQUIRED IF YOU 
ARE A LANDED IMMIGRANT 


Definition of “landed immigrant” 


A landed immigrant is an immigrant who has lawfully 
received admission to Canada for permanent residence. 


Primary Document 


Landed immigrants who are not yet naturalized Canadians, 
are required to provide one of the following primary 
documents: 

— Canadian Immigration Identification Record (IMM 1000) 
— Passport containing Landed Immigrant Stamp 
— Canadian Certificate of Identity. 


Change of Immigration Status 


You may already hold a distinctive SIN (beginning with the 
digit “9”’). Since you have now acquired landed immigrant 
status you may wish to convert to a regular SIN. If so, write 
the distinctive SIN you already hold in block 9 of the applica- 
tion form. It will be cancelled, and a regular SIN will be issued 
to you.

SECTION 5 


PRIMARY DOCUMENT REQUIRED IF YOU ARE 
NEITHER A CANADIAN CITIZEN NOR A 
LANDED IMMIGRANT 


Definition of Applicants in this Category 


This category comprises people who have neither citizen- 
ship nor landed immigrant status in Canada and who are: 
— Temporarily in Canada and who need a SIN to comply 
with Canadian legal or institutional requirements; or 
— Living outside Canada but have Canadian Income Tax 
liabilities; or 
— Living outside Canada but are involved in business trans- 
actions that require SIN registration in order to comply with 
provincial and /or non-government institutional require- 
ments. 
The kind of documents you are asked to provide to 
support your application for a SIN depends on whether you 
are applying from inside Canada or outside Canada. 


The Distinctive SIN 


Upon acceptance of your application, you will be issued a 
distinctive SIN beginning with the digit “9”’. 


Primary Document —If you are applying from within 
Canada 


The most suitable primary document is the immigration 
record authorizing your presence in Canada. There are three 
types of immigration records. Any one is acceptable as a 
primary document: 

— Canada Entry Record (IMM 1097) 
— Canada Admission Record and Employment Visa (IMM 

1102) 

— Record of Report (IMM 1103) 

There may be circumstances where you are unable to 
supply one of the immigration forms listed above. If so, you 
may submit a non-Canadian birth certificate instead. If your 
birth certificate is not in English or French, it must be 
accompanied by a translation attested to by the translator in 
the presence of a notary public. If you have trouble in 
providing such a translation, contact your UIC District Office. 
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5.3 Primary Document — If you are applying from outside 
Canada 


In this case, you are asked to provide two primary 
documents to support your application for a SIN. The first is 
an original letter from a Canadian government (federal, 
provincial, or municipal) or another Canadian institution that 
asked you to apply for a SIN. In addition, you must provide 
the original or a notarially certified copy of your Certificate of 
Birth. Documents in languages other than English or French 
must be accompanied by a translation, attested to by the 
translator in the presence of a notary public in the jurisdiction 
where you live. 


SECTION 6 


HOW TO DOCUMENT A CHANGE OF NAME 


6.0 What to do if you are Applying for a Social Insurance 
Number for the First Time 


If you are applying for a SIN for the first time, but the 
name which appears on your primary document is different 
from the name under which you wish to register, you will have 
to provide the supporting documentation described in Sections 
6.2, 6.3 and 6.4 below. 


6.1 What to do if youare already registered 


If you already have a SIN and wish to change your name 
or other information on your SIN registration record, you must: 
— complete the “Amendment of Social Insurance 

Records” (S-5) form. 

— supply the same kind of documents to support your 
application as a person registering for the first time. To 

do this see STEP TWO and follow the instructions (i.e. (a), 

(b) or (c)) that apply to you, and then decide which one of 

Sections 6.2, 6.3 or 6.4 applies to the change you wish to 

make.

Name Changed by Law (excluding Marriage) 


In this case, you are asked to provide an original or a 
certified copy of the Certificate or Court Order made under 
a provincial Change of Name Acct, or other similar legislation. 


Name Changed by Usage 


If you have not had your name changed legally but feel 
that your new name has been recognized by your community 
for a long time, you can make a Statutory Declaration at your 
UIC District Office. Contact that office for further information. 


Name Changed by Marriage 


Normally, a Canadian marriage certificate constitutes 
adequate supporting documentation. However, if you reside in 
Canada but have married abroad, a foreign marriage certificate 
is acceptable provided: 

— it is in English or French; or, 
— if it is in another language, it has a translation attached 

to it. (The translation must be attested to by the translator 

before a notary public. If you have difficulty in providing such 

a translation, contact your UIC District Office.) 


Should circumstances arise where you do not wish to 
document a union by marriage certificate, and, in the eyes of 
your spouse and community, your union is valid and 
subsisting, a Statutory Declaration is acceptable as supporting 
documentation. Contact your UIC District Office for further 
information. 
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SECTION 7 


WHAT TO DO IF YOU LOSE YOUR SIN CARD 


You may find that your SIN card has been stolen, lost or 
misplaced. In this case, simply see STEP TWO and follow the 
instructions (i.e. (a), (b) or (c)) that apply to you. Then follow 
STEP THREE through STEP SEVEN as if you were applying 
for the first time. You must provide documentation of your 
identity and status along with a completed replacement card 
application form, whether or not you submitted similar 
documentation on a previous occasion. 


Note: A person who has acquired status as a landed immi- 
grant and who is applying for a replacement SIN card must 
submit as a primary document a form IMM 1000 (Canadian 
Immigration Identification Record) or one of the other docu- 
ments listed in Section 4.1. 


SECTION 8 
SECONDARY DOCUMENTS 


8.0 Standards of Acceptability 


The secondary document must meet the following 
conditions: 

(i) Your name must appear on it; 

(ii) Your document can be an original, an unaltered and 
legible photocopy, or a notarized copy; 

(iii) Your document must be in English or French or, if in 
another language, it must be accompanied by a translation 
attested to by the translator in the presence of a notary 
public. If you have difficulty in providing such a translation, 
contact your UIC District Office. 

(iv) A translation certified by an official representative of the 
country from which the document originated is also 
acceptable, provided that it is attached to the original. 


8.1 Examples 


The following list gives you examples of secondary docu- 
ments that can be accepted to support the evidence of identity 
given by your primary document.

Any document originated by a Canadian government — 
federal, provincial or municipal — meeting the general criteria 
given in Section 8.0.
